Washington, October 29.—Profiteer- 
ing by retail dealers in foodstuffs will 
be made impossible after November 1, 
the food administrator announced to- 
‘night, under a plan to cut off supplies. 
to those not satisfied with! reasonable 
margins. Manufacturers, wholesalers 
and other handlers of foods, whose. 
business will go under license, will not. 
be permitted to sell to distributors who 
seek undue profits. 

“This,” the announcement said, “is 
one of the most sweeping safeguards 
against high prices which will be in- 
corporated in the licensing system, for 
which complete rules and regulations 
will be made known within a few 
days.” 

This plan, food administrators be- 
lieve, will give the government entire 
control of retail prices. Wholesalers! 
and others who continue to sell to re- 
tailers after they are forbidden to do, 
80 by the food administration, will be; 
denied the right to sell goods under: 
license. 

Authority for extending control to 
the retailer is cited in the announce- 
ment as follows: 

“The small retailers of food, of whom 
there are several hundred thousand in 
the country, while exempt from the 
licensing provisions, are, nevertheless, 
subject to other provisions of the food 
control«act. Every retailer, as well as 
other handlers of food, is forbidden, un-

London, October 29.—Steps already 
have been taken for rendering the full- 
est possible assistance to the Italians:

NILLED ON FIRING LINE 


C. K. Calhoun Gets Cable and 
Rushes to Canada to Be 
With Loved Ones. 


C. K. Calhoun, director of the south- 
eastern department of the army Y. M. C. 
A. campaign, just opening, left Atlanta 
Monday night for his former home in 
Ottawa, Canada, on a mission of pe- 
culiar sadness. He had been advised 
during the day that his brother, Doug- 
las H. Calhoun, had been kilNed in 
battle on the firing line in France. Mr. 
Douglas hurried to Ottawa to be with 
the sorrowing parent and other rela- 
tives and to ascertain all available facts 
regarding the death of his brother, and 
the return of the body. 

Douglas Calhoun was a civil. en- 
gineer of note in Canada, having work- 
ed in railroad construction throughout 
the great western end of the Domin- 
ion. He entered the war with the Ca- 
nadian forces in January, 1916, and 
after one year in the artillery was 
transferred to the Canadian army en- 
gineering corps. Since July, 1916, he 
had been actively on the firing line, and 
had survived many of the big battles in 
which the Canadians took active part. 
He was 27 years old, a brave, dashing 
young soldier, and died in his boots, 
actively defending the Canad@ianfy lines 
and fighting for the same world de- 
mocracy that so many thousands of 
American boys are now preparing to 
defend in the trenches. The young Ca- 
nadian was a graduate of Queens uni- 
versity at Kingston, and was serving 
under one of his former university in- 
structors.

COUNTERFEITING CASE 
STARTS IN U.S. COURT 


H ‘Young, Viola Tyler and 
C. ‘W. Garr Charged With 


Conspiracy. 


Trial in the counterfeifing case in 
which Harry B. Young, C. W. Garr and 
Viola Tyler are implicated and the 
developments of which have been 
awaited with no little interest during 
the last several weeks began Monday 
before Judge W. T. Newman in the 
United States district court, with the 
introduction by the prosecution of 
evidence purporting to indicate that 
the defendants were leagued in a con- 
spiracy against the government.

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To correct a misapprehension that 
appears to have spread abroad and to 
prevent possible disappointment aris- 
ing therefrom the district board for 
north Georgia has issued the follow- 
ing statement: 

“1. According to its interpretation 
of the laws and regulations governing 
such cases the district board has no 
authority to reopen any cases upon its 
own motion where a man has been 
already certified back to the local 
board and to the adjutant general or 
has been ordered into the military ser- 
vice after the denial of an appeal for 
exemption. 

“2. The district board holds that in 
such a case, where agricultural or in- 
dustrial grounds were the basis of such 
original appeal, the district board has 
no authority to reopen such a case 
unless specially so requested by the 
adjutant general in writing, accom- 
panied by the additional proofs upon 
which said request for reopening may 
be based. 

3. The district board holds that such 
cases, where the original appeals were 
based cn dependency, or upon any or 
all grounds other than agricultural or 
industrial, cannot be reopened by the 
district board at all. It is further held 
that such cases could only be handled 
by the district board after action 
thereon by the local boards, upon the 
request or permission of the adjutant 
general to such local boards, and such 
case could reach the district board only 
upon appeal, either by the registrant or 
by the government, as in original 
cases cf appeal. 

“It is therefore ordered that copies 
hereof be attached to papersin all such 
cases of attemtped appeal direct to the 
district board for reopening, and that 
such papers be forthwith returned to 
the senders thereof. 

“It is respectfully suggested that in- 
tending applicants for reopening of 
cases covered by the foregoing should 
apply to the adjutant general of Geor- 

a, ng Atlanta, and not to the district 
oard.”

Comparison with other American cities 
ghowe Atlanta to be far down the scale in 
point of per capita indebtedness. Of sixty- 
three largest cities, in the United States, 
Atlanta is thirty-second in population and 
fifty-seventh in per capita indebtedness, ow- 
ing only $25.58 per each man, woman and 
child of its population, as is shown by an 
effictal statistical compilation appearing 


elsewhere upon this page. 

In reality Atlanta’s position should be 
fifty-eight in the list of sixty-three cities, 
because next to the bottom of that list is 
Washington, D. C., whose maintenance in 
large part by the federal government places 
4t in a different category from the rest of 
the nation’s municipalities. 

Excepting Washington, the only cities 
with lower per capita indebtedness than At- 
lanta’s are Lowell, Mass.; Indianapolis, Ind.; 
Reading and Scranton, Pa., and Denver, Colo. 

Denver, at the heel of the list, with a per 
capita indebtedness of only $3.05, is where 
it is because it operates on the pay-as-you-go 
policy, which means an excessive tax rate. 

The same is largely true of the other 
cities coming after Atlanta—and which, civic 
experts are practically unanimous in agree- 
ing, is an unnecessarily burdensome plan. 

For instance, take the case of Cincinnati,

For this it must rely very largely upon 
public generosity, not to say patriotism.

ANOTHER GALLIPOLI. 


From the alarming reports of the last 
few days it is only to be inferred that once 
more somebody has blundered, and, due to 
that blunder, jhe splendid campaign of the 
brilliant Cadorna on the Italio-Austrian front 
has been turned into another Gallipoli fiasco. 

London reports that evidently “the 
enemy’s power had been gravely miscalcu- 
lated by the allies;” and as a result “several 
hundred square miles, won inch by inch in 
General Cadorna’s great offensive of last 
summer and during a general campaign last- 
ing three months, is now in the enemy’s 
hands after a bare week’s push!” 

A calm, dispassionate digest of the war 
reports shows that for six months the Ger 
mans have been preparing for the great Teu- 
tonic drive against Italy, which already has 
placed in their control all the ground gained 


by the Italian armies during nearly two | 


years of fighting, and that Italy is threat- 
ened with crushing defeat; that during this 
season of preparation, the central powers 
amassed an army that outnumbered the de- 
fenders by more than four to one in men; 
that the Germans were able to mass their 
men “behind the lines and smuggle guns 
into position at night;” that “their bom- 
bardment opened with a terrific fire from 
guns whose positions had not been even pre- 
viously suspected,” and the artillery bom- 
bardment was the most terrific launched by 
the Germans since Verdun, with the result 
that, “engulfed by an overwheimingly su- 
perior force In men and guns, Italy’s armies 
are fast being thrown back in a rout!” 

The situation seems to have few coun- 
terparts in history, and in this war only one: 
The British blunder in the Gallipoli! 

Even recently, while these Teutonic prep- 
arations were going on, too, Italy, knowing 
its limitations, and fearful of just what is 
now taking place, was beseeching her allies 
for support—for food, for coal, 
for men. Some weeks ago, says 
Washington, “the Italian officials here fore-

and this tabulation shows plainly that it is 
applied by nearly all of the more thrifty and 
progressive cities of America. 

The fact that Atlanta’s bonded indebted- 
ness is far below that of most American 
cities means that Atlanta is not keeping up 
with other cities in providing facilities for 
its citizens. 

Such a showing throws the _ spot-light 
upon Atlanta’s civic niggardliness and im- 
providence. 

The fact that Atlanta is the thirty-sec- 
ond American city in point of population and 
fifty-seventh—more properly, fifty-elghth— 
in point of per capita indebtedness, simply 
shows that Atlanta has failed to provide 
properly for its present population and that 
it is failing in its duty to future generations! 

In other words, Atlanta is starving itself 
today and making Inadequate provision for 
the future—it is derelict in its obligation 
both to its present population and to pos- 
terity as well! 

There is in this tabulation a lesson which 
every voter of Atlanta might well take to 
heart, for the day is coming when our peo- 
ple must awaken to the fact that if Atlanta 
hopes to keep up with the procession of pro- | 
gressive American municipalities it must 
adopt modern methods and build like other 
cities are doing, by the bonding method.

Apparently the Italian forces have done 
all that it has been humanly possible for 
them to do under the circumstances; and 
now, we are told, they are fleeing like 
stampeded cattle before the Teutonic onrush, 
deserting guns that are empty for the rea- 
son that “for weeks” Italian “munitions 
plants have been Idle from lack of fuel.” 

Is it any wonder that “there is some bit- 
terness in Italian ‘circles!’ 

Lord Northcliffe said in a speech a few 
days ago that ‘‘were I a Prussian I would 
consider I had the war won.” And a few 
more instances of such colossal lack of fore- 
sight and preparations as those manifested 
at the Dardanelies and on the Isonzo front 
and the war will conclude with a peace that 
will give Germany much for which she is 
fighting. : 

What a splendid opportunity now for 
American leadership! 

Our generals all are untried, it is true; 
but in that they have an advantage over 
those of our associate nations, whose gen- 
eralship timber has been tried, and found 
wanting—except on the all important west- 
ern froat. 

Had a man of military genius been at 
the helm of the entente’s war affairs the 
British fizzle at the gates of Constantinople 
would never have taken place; nor would it 
have been possible for the Teutons to pre- 
pare for six months for the present surprise 
attack on the Isonzo front, and under the 
very nose of an allied army said to number 
750,00 men, which for months has been 
mobolized and equipped for action in Sa- 
loniki! 

In the light of what has happened be- 
fore, and what is happening today, it would 
be a wise policy for the allies’ leader of the 
future, whomever he may be, to fit his ac- 
tions to a paraphrase of Davy Crockett’s 
historic motto: Be sure you're ready, “then 
go ahead!”

Other Cities Building 
By the Bond Method, 
But Atlanta Does Not 


The bureau of the census of the depart- 
ment of commerce at Washington, D. C., has 
just issued a report on the financial condi- 
tion of all cities in the United States having 
an estimated population of 380,000 or over. 
There are now two hundred and thirteen 
such cities, and the report is for the fiscal 
year of each ending in 1916 and the popula- 
tion estimates are for the middle of the fiscal 
years. 

In 1916 these two hundred and thirteen 
cities were in debt to the gigantic amount of 
$3,473,264,932, of which amount New York 
city alone was responsible for about 40 per 
cent, or $1,424,735,340, while Chicago, which 
is almost half as large as New York city, 
owed but 3 per cent of the total, or $110,114,- 
844. 

There are now sixty-three cities in this 
country, having an estimated population of 
100,000 ‘or over, and the tabulation herewith 
shows the rank of these cities as to popula- 
tion, the estimate of population used by the 
sovernment in compiling the report, the per 
capita net indebtedness and the rank of th 
city according to such. : 

That it is not necessary for the largest 
cities to carry the greatest indebtedness is 
shown by Chicago, which ranks second as to 
population and fifty-fifth as to indebtedness, 
and St. Louls, which ranks fourth in popula- 
tion and fifty-sixth in indebtedness. Then 
the reverse is also true, as Omaha, which is 
thirty-fourth in population, is sixth in in- 
debtedness, and Houston, Texas, which is 
fifty-sixth in populatign is eighth in indebt- 
edness. The city whose citizens owe the 
most money, however, is not shown in the 
tabulation, being San Diego, Cal., which is 
one hundred and twenty-third in population, 
having but 61,115 people, and owes $10,860,750, 
or $212.48 for every man, woman and child 
living within the city limits. 

The city owing the smallest amount of 
money in proportion to its population is 
Denver, Colo., where the city has adopted the 
pay-as-you-go policy and the per capita in- 
debtedness of that city is but $3.05. 

The per capita net indebtedness for the 
213 largest cities is $76.64, and for the sixty- 
three cities shown in the tabulation it is 
$86.92. 

Based on Ten-Year Growth. 

As the population estimates are based 
the growth of the cities from 1900 to 1910 
it stands to reason that they will be too 
low for the cities such as Detroit and Tole- 
do where the growth has been exceedingly 


rapid since 1910 and too high for such cities 
as Portland, Ore., Seattle and Spokane, where 
the growth has been slower since 1910 than 
before. For these reasons the per capita 
indebtedness of Detroit and Toledo should 
be much lower than shown in the tabulation, 
and those of the Pacific coast cities much 
higher. 

The city of Cincinnati 
but on the other hand she has some won- 
derful civic assets to show for it. Her mu- 
nicipal hospital buildings are among the 
finest in the country and she is one of the 
two cities in the United States supporting a 
city university. The large indebtedness of 
New Orleans is explained by her citizens as 
being due to the fact that the city is still 
paying off her civil war obligations. 

The city of Detroit might be called ‘too 
thrifty.” While her per capita indebtedness 
is shown as $35.87 in all probability it is 
much lower, as her population is considerably 
greater than shown in the tabulation. De- 
troit has no general municipal hospital such 
as Cincinnati, no filtration plant such as 
Philadelphia, no municipal university, and is 
yet to solve the problem of her sewage dis- 
posal which wil! invol¥e a bond issue of 
millions as will also the sotution of her wa- 
ter supply problem. 

The indebtedness figures shown are “net,” 
all sinking fund assets having been deducted. 
Prior to the United States entering the pres- 
ent war the net indebtedness of the cities of 
the United States was greater than that of 
the nation itself. However, municipal bonds 
are considered good investments, as the per 
capita wealth of the cities of this country is 
increasing even at a greater rate than the 
indebtedness of these same cities. 

Sixty-Three Largest Cities. 

The per capita net indebtedness of those 
cities of the United States having an estimat- 
ed population of 100,000 or over in 1916, is 
shown in the following tabulation of the 
United States census:

Editor Constitution: The papers quote 
Secretary McAdoo as saying in Atlanta: “I 
have always been proud that I am a native 
Georgian, but I take especial pride in my 
native state after the fine patriotic demon- 
stration given here today.” Further on in his 
speech he says, “Georgia and her people had 
been misunderstood all over the nation, and 
it has been due to the fact that the state has 
been misrepresented by a few in congress 
who have failed to reflect the spirit of the 
people here.” 

This concurs with what I said in The 
Atlanta Journal of September 22. I then 
wrote: “I am proud of Georgia until I think 
of who represents or misrepresents her in 
the United States senate, and if it were 
known how ashamed a true Georgian is, the 
newspapers would refrain from reminding us 
of them.” 

While in Petersburg, Va., recently I met 
a brilliant gentleman, a Vigginia judge, who 
during: our conversation asked me what state 
I was from, and when I told him Georgia he 
shook his head and gave me a look of sym- 
pathy. He was visiting his young son, a lieu- 
tenant at Camp Lee, and was full of patriot- 
ism and pride that his boy would soon be 
across the sea fighting for democracy, right 
and justice. 

He said, “Your state does not stand well 
in the eyes of the people; there is a cloud 
resting over you. Some of your congressmen 
—and I refer specially to your two senators— 
would indicate that your heart was not in 
this war, and you don’t stand behind the 
president.” 

I confessed that we had one big 
spot and one little black spot on 
escutcheon, but we hoped at our appro 
elections to rub them off.

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WAR TAX FALLS 
ON FOOTBALL FANS 


Tech Authorities Announce 
10 Per Cent Advance on 
All Tickets, Including 
Passes—Jackets Preparing 
for Commodores.

Due to the federal war tax on amuse- 
ment places becoming effective this 
week, the Tech athletic authorities an- 
nounce an increase in the admission 
prices at the rate of 10 per cent over 
the prices in the past. The 10 per 
cent tax was fixe by the govern- 
ment, 

In compliance with the tax, the usyal 
price of $1.50 for seats in the concrete 
grandstand will be advanced 10 per 
cent, or to $1.65. The few reserved 
seata which were to be offered for $2 
will sell for $2.20. General admissjon 
will advance to $1.10, as will also the 
rice for parking:an automobile. Sol- 
Stare will be charged 56 cents instead 
of 50 cents as in the past, 

No person will get inside the park 
Saturday who does not pay the war tax. 
This goes for Tech students, who get 
in for less than the general public by 
virtue of their paying a student fee 
at the opening of school, 

Passes will also be charged the 10 
per cent tax, which will amount to 15 
cents. The authorities discussed the 
pass proposition and was decided 
that the holders of such tickets could 
better afford to fay the tax than the 
athletic association could. Sport writ- 
ters will also be required to com 
through with the tax, as no one wil 
be exempted. 

For those persons holding asses 
there will be a special window Satur- 
day where they can purchase the tax 
ticket which will be presented with 
their pass at the gate. 

The reserved seat sale was put on 
at Jacobs’ at Five Points yesterday and 
since the gg is very limited, per- 
sons desiring those seats should pur- 
chase tickets right away. 

Coach Heisman evidently does not 
intend to let Dan McGugin and his 
Commodores alip one over on Tech Sat- 
urday by finding the local eleven un- 
ranaeed. A hard scrimmage ‘was in- 
dulged in yesterday and the same menu 
will be given the men this afternoon 
and Wednesday, with a lighter mix-up 
with the scrubs Thursday. While no 
one knows the power and punch pos- 
sessed by the Jacket squad better than 
Heisman, the Tech leader is a bit wary 
of the Commodores. 

Coach McGugin has evieentty put a 
lot of football in the heads of his new 
and inexperienced men since the sea- 
son opened. The team has shown 4 
eee defense all season, not a point 
eing scored by opponents save the 
one exception in the case of Chicago. 

The Vandy offensive showed a much 
improved form in the game last Sat- 
urday over previous ames of the 
season, even though the game was 
played on a sloppy field. The Nash- 
ville team has always possessed a good 
wallop at the open field game and 
doubtless since McGugin knows the 
sturdy defense offered by Tech to line 
plays and end runs, and their inability 
to cope with forward passes, the Vandy 
leader may plan his entire attack over 
the air route and not bother with other 
methods. 

One of the things the Tech coaches 
are 54 piglet. to drive into their 
men this week is not to be overconfi- 
dent in the Vandy game. Tech has 
suffered some in seasons past along 
this line and the men are being warned 
not to take Vanderbilt lightly. 

Past season records show that 
strong teams often play one game dur- 
ing the year where they fail to show 
their usual strength.

| Reports from five or six of the big 
training camps, Secretary Baker an- 
‘nounced tonight, show that when ask- 
ed what they want to do the great

‘combatant and non-combatant branches 
;most of them elect to be fighters. 

| Getting Rendy to Go. 

“The boys at the front and those 
‘getting ready to go there are all right,” 
is the verdict of the secretary, who re- 
cently visited several training camps 
in the east and south. “Our nation 
need have nothing but mounting pride 
at the spectacle they present.” 

“In these camps,” said Mr. Baker's 
statement, “each man is asked: ‘What 
do you want to do?” I have had re- 
ports from five or six of the largest 
camps and they show that the majority 
answered in effect: ‘I don’t care what 
1 do just so I get to France among 
the first’ The next question asked 
them is: ‘What branch of the service 
do you prefer? Now, one who did not 
know America would expect them to 
say: ‘Well, I have been working in 4 
store,’ ‘I have been a hand on a farm,’ 
‘I have been a mechanic,’ ‘I have been 
a clerk,’ ‘I don't know much about 
xuns and cannon, perhaps some one of 
the non-combatant places is the place 
where I can render the best service,’ 
but what is the fact? 

“These sons and brothers, drawn out 
of life by selection—more than one- 
third have asked to go into the in- 
fantry service. The next choice is the 
light artillery; the next is the heavy 
artellery service; the next is the avia- 
tion service. 

“So that what they asked for in a 
tremendously predominating majority 
of instances is, not the non-combatant 
service for which their previous ex- 
perience might well qualify them, but 
the fighting branch, so that they can 
take the risk of fighting for their coun- 
try with the real weapons of war! The 
boys at the front and getting ready to 
go are all right! Our nation need have 
nothing but mounting pride at the spec- 
tacle.”’ 

What One Day Showed. 

One day's inspection at Camp Upton, 
New York, for preference as to branch 
of service showed: Infantry 772, cavalry 
6, field and heavy artillery 427, coast 
artillery 52, engineers 183, signal corps 
and aviation 123, medical corps 6563, 
quartermaster corps 561, ordnance 17, 
machine guns 7, ammunition trains 4, 
veterinary service l. 

The gathering of information as to 
the men’s preference for service is but 
a small part of the work of classifying 
the national army men that is being 
carried on under the direction of the 
committee on classification of person- 
nel in the army. Virtually the life 
history of every man is set down by 
means of an elaborate card system, the 
original being sent to the divisional 
headquarters, where a division person- 
nel officer studies the answers given 
and classifies the selected man accord- 
ing to his capabilities. The other copy 
is kept in the company records. 

Questions asked include extent of 
schooling, what foreign languages the 
men speak, their preference as _ to 
branch of service, whether married or 
single, what was their previous trade, 
job or occupation, name of last em- 
ployer, wage received and in what 
work they have been most proficient. 

It {s within the province of the per- 
sonnel officer to recommend transfers 
from one company to another to fill 
up deficiencies in expert men, such as 
gunsmiths and the like.
